whereas like Complaints have been made unts Us by Our loving Subjects, upon juſt and 

manifcſt-occaſions of the ſaidabuſes and inconveniencies, now again — by the ſaid 

diſozderly making of Mhite · Starch. Foz the remedying whereof, no better means hath 

Po ben offered to Us, then by re-erecting a Coꝛpoꝛation of the moſt diſcreft perſons experien⸗ 
—ůĩůĩ dem the making of Starch, who may be enabled to make Laws and O2dinances foꝛ the 
regulating the ſaid Abules and Inconvemencies; e therefoze following the example of Pur Royal Pzedeceſſo2s 
herein, by Our Letters Patents under Our Gꝛeat Seal of England, have Yncozpozated ſundzy meet perſons of the 
Taid Trade of Starch-making, with power and pziviledges to them and their Succeſſoꝛs, to make oꝛ caule-to be 
made in one joynt ſtock, andnot otherwiſe, in ſuch convenient place oz places, as ſhall be appointed by Us, Our Heirs 
-02 Succeſſozs, oꝛ ſix of Our Pzivy Council, and not ell where, All and all manner of White- Starch with Bꝛan and 
Pollard onely, oꝛ with Mheat⸗Coꝛn oꝛ G2ain impoꝛted from beyond the Seas, oꝛ with muſty, defective, and un⸗ 
ie Coꝛn, unfit foꝛ the Food of Man; and not of any whollome Coꝛn oꝛ G2ain of the gzowth of this Realm 

of England, and the ſame to put to ſale at reaſonable pꝛices; and to Rule, Oꝛder, and Govern the embers of 
the ſaid Cozpozation ; and to make Oꝛders and Rules foz the well⸗oꝛdering the ſaid Starch-Zrade thozoughout 
Our Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town and Pozt of Berwick ; and toſearch and try all Starch 
that ſhall be made by any Member of the ſaid Cozpozation, and all materials foꝛ the making of the ſame : Andfur- 
ther Gꝛanting by Our ſaid Letters Patent, That no perſon oz perſons whatſoever, not being Free of the laid Coꝛ⸗ 


poꝛation, ſhould from thencefo2th uſe the Art 02 Trade ot Starch-making | oꝛ make any Starch to ſeu within 
Dur Realmof England, Dominion of Wales, o2 Town of Berwick , except he o2 they have d to the ſaid Trade 
as an Apprentice foꝛ the ſpace of ſeven years, oꝛ have ſeven years uſed the (aid Trade as a Member of the late foꝛ⸗ 
mer Cozpozation of Starch-makers; And that no White Starch ſhall be impozted into Dur ſaid Realm of Eng- 
land, Dominion of Wales, 02 Town of Berwick, from beyond the Seas, upon thepains and fozfeitures in that behalt 
in the ſaid Letters Patents mentioned; and with other reaſonable and fitting Powers fo2 the regulating the ſaid 
Starch-Trade, as by Dur ſaid Letters Patents moze at large may ap NoWto the end Our loving Sub- 
jects may take knowledge of Pur 1 mmm herein, and the remedy we have pꝛovided foz the redzeſsing and 
pꝛeventing the ſaid inconveniencies, by eſtabliſhing the ſaid Cozpozation toꝛ the good Government of the ſaid Trade, 
and Refozmation cf abuſes therein ; We do by this Our pꝛelent Pzoclamation, ſtreightly charge and command 

That no perſon o2 perſons whatſoever, other then ſuch as are oꝛ | ali be Members of the {aid pzeſent Cozpozatiort 
of Starch-makers, oꝛ ſhall have ſerved as an Apprentice, oꝛ have uſed the laid Trade as Member of the laid foꝛ⸗ 
mer Coꝛpoꝛation, fo2 the ſpace of ſeven years, ſhall pzeſume, attempt, oꝛ go about to make any Starch, other then 
for yis 02 their pꝛivate uſe, and not to ſell, noꝛ ſhall make the ſame of any wholſome Wheat, Flower, oꝛ Meal fit foz 
the food of Man ol the Gꝛowthof this Our Realm, but of Bꝛan and Pollard only, oꝛ of Gam tobe Impoꝛted from 


Fozeign Parts; And that no perſon oz perſons ſhall make any luch Starch, oz cauſe the ſame to be made in any 
other place oꝛ places, noꝛ in any other manner then by Our laid Letters Patents of Pncozpozation is directed and 
appoinited And that no perſon p2eſuine to ſell any Starch, as a Hukſter, oꝛ Hawker, from dooꝛ to dao2 in p2ivare , 
22 o2 other wie then in their oton pꝛoper and open Shops oꝛ Warehouſes foz any Member of the ſaid Coꝛpoꝛa 


02 on the behalf, oꝛ by the appointment ot any Member of the ſaid.Cozpozation; And that no Gzocer, Chap 
man oꝛ other . uſeth to buy Starch to ſell. again, ſhall buy, utter, ſell, oz otherwiſe vent any - 
Starch, which they ſhall know to have bern made by any perſon not qualified to make the lame, oz who ſhall make 
theſame contrary to the direction of Our ſaid Letters Patents. And Me do likewiſe ſtretghtly charge and com⸗ 
mand, That no perlon oꝛ perſons, Our Natural von Dubjects, Denizens,o2 Strangers whatſoever, do hereafter 
Impoꝛt, 02 bꝛing, oꝛ cauſe to be Jmpozted,o2 bought into Pur Realm of England, Dominion of W ales, o; Town of 
Berwick, from any the Parts beyond the Seas, any White Starch whatſoever, upon pain of fozfeiture of all ſuch 
White Starch as ſhall be ſo Pmpozted. And Our Will andPleaſure-is,and We do hereby impower and command 
all andſingular the Officersof Our Cuſtoms, within all and every the Poꝛts and Havens of Our ſaid Kingdom 
of England,and Dominion of WI s and Town of Berwick, That they and every of them, do ſtay and ſeize, oꝛ cauſe to be 
ſtayed and ſeized all Foꝛeign White Starch, Which ſhall hereafter be Impoꝛted contrary to Pur Royal Pleaſure 
herein Declared,and within ten days after ſuch ſeizure, oꝛ tay made, to give notice of the lame to the Maſter, War- 
dens, aud Aſſiſtants of the ſaidCozpozation foꝛ the time being, oꝛ to ſome of them oz their Deputies, upon pam of 
Our Diſpleaſure, and ſuch other puniſhments as their contempt oꝛ neglect therein ſhall deſerve. And We do like⸗ 
wile ſtreightly charge and command, That no perſon o2perſons whatſoever, do at any time hereafter, pzeſume to 
withſtand oꝛ oppoſe the Maſter, Wardens, and Alliſtants of the ſaid Cozpozation , foꝛ the time being, their 
Searchers, oꝛ Deputies in Search foz Whit? Starch, Jmpozted oꝛ unduely made by any Member of the ſaid 
Cozpozation, oꝛ other perſons qualified to make the ſame as afozeſaid, oz the materials red foꝛ the making 
thereof, contrary to the Tenoꝛ of Our ſaid Letters Patents, oꝛ in doing oꝛ executing any the Powers, Pziviledges, 
oꝛ Authozities thereby given oꝛ limited unto the ſaid Cozpozation, noꝛ ſhall willingly countenance, abet, conceal . 
maintain, 02 keep any perſon oz perſons offending in any ol the Pzemiſles, noꝛ ſhall purpoſely, oz intentionally let 


any Houſe, Shop, oꝛ place wherein any Starch ſhall be made contrary to the Tenoꝛ hereof: And it any perſon 02 
perſons do, oꝛ ſhall at any time oꝛ times hereafter make, 02 cauſe to be made oz Impoited, any White Starch, con 
trary to the Tenoz hereof ; oꝛ ſhall otherwiſe be found to offend in any the Pzemiſſes ; Our Mill and Pleaſure 1s 
And Mie do hereby Declare, that upon pier | made to Dur Pꝛivy Councel, oꝛ any thzee oꝛ moꝛe of them 
by any Member of the ſaid Cozpozation, ſuch offenders ſhall be p2zoceeded againſt, and ſhall ſuffer the utmoſt puniſh- 
ment, which by Law map be inflicted foz the contempt of Pur Royal Pzerogative and Command, in a matter of 
ſuch conſequence touching the good benefit of Dur people: And Mie do like wile ſtreightiy charge and command all 
Juſtices of the Peace, Maiozs, Sheriffs , Conſtables, Headbozoughs, Tithingmen , and all other 
Pur Officers and Miniſters, that they and every of them, at all times hereafter, and from time to time within 
their ſeveral Purisdictions, be aiding and alsiſtuig td the ſaid Cozpozation, their Searchers and Deputies, and all 
other Our Cuſtomers, Watters, and all other perſon and perſons in the due execution of all, oz any the pzemiſſes, 
when they ſhall be thereunto required, And = they do not ſuffer any perſon oz perſons whatſoever, within their 
ſeveral Pꝛecintts, not being a Member ofthe laid Coꝛpoꝛation, oꝛ not having ſerved ſevenyears Apprenticeſhip, to 
the rade, oz nat having uled the ſaid Trade foz the ſyace of ſeven years, as a Member of the ſaid fozmer Coz-

poꝛation from and after the publication of this Our pꝛoclamation, to make oꝛ cauſe to be made directly oꝛ indirectly 
any White Starch in any other manner, oꝛ in any other place oz places within this Our Realm of England, Domi- 
nion of Wales, 02 Pozt oꝛ Town of Berwick, then by ſuch perſons , and in ſuch manner, and in ſuch places as are 
rem directed 02 intended, but that they uſe their utmoſt powers and endeavors, by all lawful means to hinder and 


uppꝛels the lame. '$
